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elf history is seen as a continous 
struggle between the haves and the 
have nots, the exploiters and the 
exploited, the colonialists and the 
colonized, then the Palestine Problem 
is a classic example of this struggle. 


e But to the Palestinian this country 
has been more than a mere cross- 
roads of conflicting colonial interests. 
It has been the battlefield on which 
the Palestinian masses have developed 
their will to resist. 


eThe activities of the Popular Front 
establish the bases of daily produc- 
tive work, and play an essential part 
in preparing for a total revolution, 
which will destroy our old world and 
bring about a new one. 

e The march is long but our people 
will reach their goal; the poor of our 
people will fight on heroically until 
a Palestinian sun rises again.
